Day Chief Is Wounded 
When Car of Gunmen 
Circles City 
Second Time. 


Herrin, Ill., December 12.—(4)— 
Bullets from a speeding automobile 
struck down Elmer McCormick, patrol- 
man, and John Stamm, day chief of 
police, as the men were standing in 
front of thé city hall here tonight. 
McCormick was struck in the breast 
and neck and is seriously wounded. 
Stamm was shot through the shoulder. 

The car circled the city hall block 
twice, its occupants firing rifles both 
times. 

Stamm was shot when the gunmen 
made their second round, McCormick, 
who is a brother of Mayor Harshall 
McCormick, went down on the first 
volley. 

The motive back of the latest shoot- 
ing in this community is not known.

Fayetteville, Ga., December 12.— 
(P)—Action of Judge W. E. H. Searcy, 
Jr. in postponing consideration of the 
embezzlement case against A. O. Bla- 
lock, president of the defunet Bank 
of Fayetteville; D. B. Blalock, vice 
president: Y. H. Longino, former cash- 
ier, and E, V. Jones, cashier at the 
time the bank failed, will result in a 
supreme court test of a special act 
of the 1915 legislature of Georgia. 


The bankers were on trial in connec- 
tion with disposition of state and 
county monies placed im the bank as 
county depository. 

Former Governor Hardwick and 
Marion Smith, of Atlanta, attorneys 
for the defense, sought to have the 
charge dismissed on a demurrer, set- 
ting out that the funds deposited with 
the bank as a depository became a 
part of the bank’s general funds and 
as such were subject to use as other 
deposits and that they were so used 
in the best judgment of the officials 
on trial. They maintained that the 
funds were not lost in any special 
transaction of the officers, but that 
the deposits Jost their identity when 
deposited in the bank. 

Solicitor General Owen, on behalf 
of the state, argued to the court that 
these indictments were drawn in the 
plain language of the statute. Judge 
Searcy sustained his contention and 
overruled the demurrer, but permitted 
lawyers for the defense to file a bill 
of exceptions carrying the case to the

Washington, December 12.—(#)— 
Expenditure of $1,305,000 with $75.- 
,annually for operation and 
maintainance for the three years and 
$50,000 annually thereafter for im- 
provement of the Savannah river be- 
low Augusta, Ga., was recommended 
to congress today ‘by Major General 
Jadwin, chief of army engineers.

Charlotte, N. C., December>12.—() 
A bitter legal battle in the United 
States supreme court between theater 
owners and the American Society of 
Composers and Authors was heralded 
in preparations disclosed at the open- 
ing session “of the North Carolina 
Theater Owners’ association today to 
contest the legality of royalty collect- 
ed from the exhibitors by the so- 
ciety. 

C. C. Pettijohn, of New York, gen- 
eral counsel of the Film Boards of 
Trade of America, in addressing the 
convention, urged the exhibitors to 
“vet back to pictures” in preference 
in vaudeville numbers in arranging 
programs. 

The exhibitors are dissatisfied, it 
was said, with paying the fee of ten 
cents per seat a year for the privi- 
lege of presenting musical numbers in 
connection with motion pictures and 
other programs. Revenue the society 
derives from this source was esti- 
mated at $500,000 a year. 

While the movie men planned to 
push the war on the composers and 
authors’ society, a movement was dis- 
cussed which it was hoped would 
bring peace in their own ranks. Fric- 
tion admittedly existing between pro- 
ducers, distributors and exhibitors was 
mentioned intermittently by represen- 
tatives of the different groups who 
addressed the convention.

New industries have been established in large numbers, and existing factories have made 
progress. This territory is steadily advancing toward a balanced development of agri- 
culture and industry, which is a sure foundation for permanent prosperity. 


Whether in personal affairs or in the broader aspects of general business, salutary 
lessons of efficiency and economy may be learned under the compulsion of circum- 
stance. The railways of the Southeast (and of the country as a whole) in the face of 
decreased traffic have maintained adequate and dependable service. Their properties 
have been so improved and strengthened that they could protect their net revenues by 
retrenchments which in no wise affected their standard of service or involved the de- 
terioration of physical plant, motive power or equipment. Nor has it been necessary to 
advance the cost of transportation service to the public. The tendency of rates is still 
downward, and only through increased efficiency and careful economy has it been pos- 
sible to safeguard railroad earnings,

sound. The management of this railroad believes that the new year will be one of 
substantial progress. Good transportation service will contribute to bringing this about, 
and it is with the pledge to continue and if possible to improve this railroad’s service 
that the employees and the management of the Central of Georgia Railway extend 
holiday greetings to-the company’s friends and patrons.
